D€AD IN ROCK RIVER. 


He Was About Thirty-Two .Years of 


Age, and a Resident of Clinton — 
Was Addicted to the Use of Liquor 
and Drugs—Had Been Working in 
This City Lately. 


Freclendall, thirty-two years 


of age, a' resident of Clinton, came 
to his .end last night about 6:30 o'- 
clock by drowning in Rock river. 


Whether he accidentally fell into 


the river or he delioerately walked 
out into the water and committed 
suicide is not clearly 
established. 


When found he was in about three 
feet of water in a stooping position 
with the back of his head and his 
shoulders above the water, his face 
being submerged. 


Fredendall 
came to 
Janesville 


about six weeks ago. 
He was a bar- 


tender by trade and worked for a 
short time for his cousin, Chauncey 
Fredendall at 'his saloon on North 
Main street. 
He also 
worked a 


short time for M. M. Fardy and also 
for Con McDonald. 
He was addict- 


ed to the use of liquor and morphine 
and on that account did not hold a 
position very long. 


He has been under the influence 


or liquor or drugs most of the time 
since he has been In the city and was 
a patient of Dr. Black who was trying 
to cure him of a desire for liquor or 
drugs. 


For the last week lie has been go 


ing it pretty strong and his system 
had about collapsed. 
He had spoken 


several times about ending his life 
so that his end may not have been 
accidential. 


Yesterday afternoon about 5:40 o' 


clock Alva Russell went up to his 
barn on North Bhni street and found 
Fredendall asleep in his bus. He 
made him get out of the bus and he 


.. walked off up to North First stree 
.> .where . he turned down to

street and walked down the alley 
way alongside of the East Side en 
gine house and climbed down off th 
platform to the river bank and sa 
down at the edge of the water.

went out after his body while Mc- 
Ginley ran to telephone the 
police.

The Two Dakotas 
and 
Minnesota 


Aione Will Harvest Nearly 2OO,- 


OOO.OOO Bushels of Wheat. 


From figures officially 
reported 


•by the Milwaukee and the North- 
western .roads, as well as by 
the 


Great Northern, the Northern. Paci- 
fic and the Burlingtonj unite in de- 
claring that 
the railroads in the 


northwest will this year have a great 
problem 
to solve in moving the 


great grain crop now being harvest- 
ed and- nearing condition for harvest- 


1 ing. 
From the best data obtainable 


it is estimated that the two Dako- 
tas and Minnesota alone will harvest 
between 185,000,000 and 
200,000,000 


bushels of wheat as against 100,000,- 
000 bushels last year. 
The yield is 


not what is termed a "bumper" crop, 
and the enormous Increase is due 
largely to the tact that the various' 
railroads having the past few years 
made great efforts toward the colon- 
ization of the northwest. 
It is stat- 


ed that within the last six months the 
Great Northern, the Northern Pacif- 
is and the "Soo" roads have taken 
more than 20,000 
immigrants and 


home seekers to the great northwest- 
ern section, where a large majority 
of them settled and are now pro- 
ducing big crops. 


The greatest previous yield 
of 


wheat, in the three states named was 
in 1898, when - 175,000,000 bushels 
were' harvested and with the great 
increase in settlement since 
that 


time it is not unreasonable to look 
for an additional 25,000,000 or 35,000,- 
000 this year. While the total wheat 
crop will be much larger than ever 
it is 'estimated that the flax crop will 
be doubled, as the result of 
the 


cultivation of a large amount of ad- 
ditional lands. Ther is .a great profit 
In flax. Railway managers are 
al- 


ready concerned over the problem 
of moving the vast amount of grain 
that will surely be offered them this 
fall. 
It is learned that already the 


roads running 
into the northwest 


have all the traffic they can handle 
and they are making efforts to secure 
more. 
-New freight cars are being 


daily added to the equipments 
of 


the -big roads, and the movement in 
the fall will be something unprece- 
dented In the history of the great 
and growing country lying west of 
the Mississippi.

was superintendent 
of the

Levi. Cass, about whom Mr. Parker

High 
school 
from 


1S56 to 1S61 and it has been said by 
those who knew 
-his work in the 


school room that even at that early 
day -it was eminently typical of mod- 
ern educational methods. 
Certainly 


he must have been in harmony with 
them for from 1868 to the present 
time he has had charge of a gram- 
mar school at A?bany, N. Y., as su- 
pervising -principal. 
For his con- 


scientious work in the organization 
of this city's graded school system 
much credit is due Prof. Cass-. Lov- 
ing 
memories 
cluster around his 


name and that of Mr. Parker and 
many who have been their pupils 
will be glad to hear a message di- 
rectly from- them. Mr. Parker writes 
from Albany, N. Y., as follows: 


"Dear . Mrs. Beers—Mrs. 
Parker 


and I stopped here enroute to New 
York City and had so delightful a 
call on Mr. Cass that I must tell 
you of 'him.

siott of street car service, Mr. Cass 
bought wisely at 811 Madison aven- 
ue.
